In compliance with the above motion, made and carried at our 
last annual Town meeting, the selectmen have to report that they found 
a shortage in the accounts of the Tax Collector to the amount of 
$835.90. ‘Town bond, No. 2, of $500.00, reported as being paid, was 
paid by giving a note for a like amount in its stead and no account 
given of the note. The report also shows that we should have received 
$59.00 from the County on account of dependent soldiers and poor, 
but $32.00 is all we have found bills for. From_ the above figures it 
will be seen that had the item of $500.00 been accounted for in the 
liabilities of last year’s report, there also being a difference of $27.00 
in the assets account of County, the liabilities of last year’s report should 
read $19,418.76 instead of $18,891.76, thus making a net reduction of 
the town debt for the current year of $1,381.74. This is a true and 
accurate statement to the best of our knowledge and belief.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE 


TOWN OF PLAISTOW. 


Another year has rolled around and our children are enjoying a 
season of recreation which they well deserve, after the long period of 
study and confinement in the schoolrooms. 


The six schools in the town have been in session during the entire 
school year of thirty-six weeks. The North Main Street: school has 
therefore been maintained thirteen weeks longer than the preceding 
year. ‘This together with a larger enrollment in all of the schools has 
somewhat increased the regular school expenses. 


It will be seen by referring to our last report that $1,807.15 was 
expended in 1900-1901, and $1,906.95 in 1901-1902, making an in- 
crease of $99.80. A balance on hand at the beginning of the year and 
a larger contribution from the State has made this possible. ‘The Lit- 
erary fund for 1900 was $97.00 and the State school fund, $220.56. 
This year the figures are $100.98 and $277.17 respectively. 


Last year the State superintendent of public instruction, after a 
review of our annual report and published course of study, expressed 
himself as confident that the money appropriated. had been well ex- 
pended in our Town, and this fact may account for the increase of the 
amount received. 
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One of the conditions of this State appropriation is that there 
shall be no decrease in the appropriations made by the beneficiary 
towns. We therefore respectfully request the same appropriations 
as last year: $800 in addition to the amount required by law for reg- 
ular school expenses, and $150 for books and supplies. 


We are decidedly of the opinion that the school year should begin 
in September instead of April, making all reports read from September 
to June. It would then agree with the printed registers received from 
the State Superintendent and would facilitate making out the State re- 
port which is required at the close of the spring term. 


Our schoolhouses are in fair condition. Only incidental repairs 
have been made during the year. 


The last school census shows an increase in the number of pupils 
in the Town, and during part of the year two of the schools were some- 
what crowded. At the beginning of the spring term we were confronted 
with a problem which sooner or later will necessitate some action on 
the part of our citizens. The school at Westville had an enrollment. 
of fifty pupils, which in an ungraded school is more than one teacher 
can advantageously manage. On account of removals from the neigh- 
borhood the number was somewhat decreased during the fall and win- 
ter terms, but we believe the time is not far distant when something 
will have to be done towards providing additional accommodations for 
the large number of children in that section of the town. 


Our course of study as printed last year has not been materially 
changed. In some of the lower grades new studies have been added, 
and changes will soon be necessary in the higher grades. The stand- 
ard of our Grammar school should be raised by the addition of a ninth 
grade, or the introduction of such studies as are required for admission 
to any High school or Academy. . 


We regard a prescribed course of study an important factor in 
public school work. (The same should be revised from time to time 
and printed in connection with the annual report, that the parents of 
our pupils and the public at large may be apprised of what is being 
done in the schools. 


The best way to find out what progress is made and what methods 
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and what results are being obtained in the classes is to visit those 
schools during the regular school sessions. All parents are cordially 
invited to make such visits for the purpose of gaining accurate infor- 
mation for themselves. Incidentally this is a means of encouragement 
to both children and teachers.
